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New  energy  talks 
seek  compromise 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  Top  Ford 
administration  officials  and  Democrats 
who  control  the  House  Ways  and  Means 
Committee  began  searching  through 
their  rival  proposals  Monday  seeking  an 
energy  compromise. 

A  comprehensive  plan  assembled  by 
the  committee’s  Democrats  is  a 
“definite  move  in  the  right  direciton,” 
Treasury  Secretary  William  E.  Simon 
told  committee  Chairman  A1  Ullman, 
D-Ore.,  who  agreed  it  is  a  “real  basis  for 
talking.” 

Meanwhile  at  the  White  House, 
President  Ford  huddled  with 
Republican  congressional  leaders  on 
energy  and  the  economy.  A  GOP 
senator  indicated  Ford  would  defer  the 
second  and  third  dollars  of  the 
controversial  scheduled  $3-per-barrel  oil 
tariff  increase. 

Ford  plans  an  announcement  Tuesday 
in  reply  to  a  Democratic  proposal  that 


he  defer  these  higher  tariffs  while 
compromise  energy  talks  are  under  way, 
a  White  House  spokesman  said. 

The  President  has  promised  to  veto 
the  bill  Congress  sent  him  blocking  the 
tariff  hikes  for  90  days. 

House  Speaker  Carl  Albert  said  there 
is  no  question  but  that  the  House  will 
vote  to  override,  but  he  could  not  speak 
for  the  Senate,  where  the  vote  is  too 
close  to  call  at  this  time. 

The  President  “is  in  the  process  of 
looking  at  all  the  alternatives  right  now 
and  he  has  not  reached  a  decision  on” 
the  matter  of  whether  to  defer  the 
second  and  third  dollars  of  the  tariff 
hike,  Simon  told  reporters.  The  first 
dollar  went  into  effect  Feb.  1 . 

White  House  spokesmen  also  insisted 
after  the  session  with  the  leadership  that 
Ford  had  not  come  to  a  decision.  But 
Senate  GOP  Leader  Hugh  Scott  of 
Pennsylvania  said  of  the  tariff  deferral 


idea:  “It  is  certainly  possible,  given  a 
spirit  of  compromise,  that  something 
may  happen  there.” 

Scott  said  he  left  the  session  feeling 
there  would  be  modifications  in  Ford’s 
program. 

Sen.  William  Roth,  R-Del.,  issued  a 
statement  before  the  leadership  meeting 
saying  a  proposal  he  made  last  week 
that  further  oil  tariff  increases  be 
deferred  for  60  days  “is  very  likely  to 
be  accepted.” 

Simon  and  Federal  Energy 
Administrator  Frank  G.  Zarb,  were 
among  Ford  administration  officials 
who  were  lead-off  witnesses  as  the  Ways 
and  Means  Committee,  which  must 
originate  all  legislation  involving  taxes, 
launched  two  weeks  of  hearings  on  the 
energy  issues.  Simon  and  Zarb  said 
Ford’s  proposals  were  preferable  to  a 
plan  made  public  by  committee 
Democrats  on  Sunday.

U. president  will  be  speaker 
at  today's  forum  assembly 


Pres.  David  Gardner  heads 
University  of  Utah. 


The  president  of  the  University  of  Utah, 
respected  as  one  of  the  most  articulate 
authorities  on  higher  education  in  America, 
will  be  Tuesday’s  forum  assembly  speaker. 

Dr.  David  P.  Gardner  will  speak  on  the 
topic  “Knowledge  is  our  Destiny”  at  10  a.m. 
in  the  Marriott  Center. 

Prior  to  his  appointment  as  university 
president  in  August  1973,  Dr.  Gardner 
served  as  vice-president  for  extended 
academic  and  public  service  programs  for  the 
nine-campus  University  of  California  system. 

As  a  top  UC  administrator,  he  was  also 
responsible  for  overseeing  University  of 
California  extension  programs,  which  in 
1971-72  involved  333,000  persons. 

In  a  special  August  1974  edition  of  Time 
magazine,  Dr.  Gardner  was  named  as  one  of 


the  200  men  and  women  “destined  to 
provide  the  United  States  with  a  new 
generation  of  leadership.”  He  was  one  of  the 
nine  university  presidents  included  on  the 
list. 

A  native  of  Berkeley,  Calif.,  Dr.  Gardner 
received  his  bachelor’s  degree  from  BYU  in 
1955,  and  returned  to  California  to  earn  his 
Master’s  in  political  science  and  Ph.D.  in 
higher  education  from  the  University  of 
California  at  Berkeley  in  1959  and  1966, 
respectively. 

Dr.  Gardner’s  present  affiliations  include 
the  President’s  Council,  Western  Athletic 
Conference;  board  of  directors,  Utah  Power 
and  Light;  the  American  Association  of 
Higher  Education,  and  the  American 
Association  of  University  Professors.

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frozen  on  the  rink.  It  cost  the  state 
$586,000  to  put  the  whole  package 
together. 

Keeping  ice  on  the  rink  won’t  be 
cheap.  For  that  reason,  the  rink  will  be 
available  for  as  much  public  skating  as 
possible  to  help  cover  the  cost  of 
keeping  the  ice  on  it,  said  Dennis 
Weaver,  park  superintendent. 

He  said  private  parties  will  be  able  to 
rent  the  rink  -  BYU  has  approached  the 
state  about  leasing  time  on  the  ice  for 
hockey  team  practice  and  games  -  but 
the  cost  will  be  high.  It  could  run  about 
$30  per  hour. 

A  tower  on  top  of  the  recreation 
building  looks  out  over  the  lake  and 
boat  harbor.  Two  man-made  arms 
extend  west  from  the  harbor;  these  will 
be  lengthened  to  provide  a  sheltered 
racing  and  exhibition  area  extending  out 
into  the  lake.  The  north  arm  will  be 
wide  enough  to  provide  car  parking  for 
spectators.  The  south  arm  is  a  fishing 
jetty. 

To  the  east  and  south  of  the  ice 
rink-recreation  center  will  be  a  day-use 
area.  Here,  tall  trees  arch  over  the  picnic 
tables  along  the  river;  ducks  and  geese 
glide  on  the  placid  water. 

“You’ve  got  to  separate  your  use 
areas  so  they  don’t  conflict,”  Weaver 
said.  He  explained  that  the  day-use  area 
will  include  some  of  the  land  south  of 
the  river  where  there  are  now  buildings 
and  maintenance  facilities.  The 
maintenance  yard  will  be  moved  to  the 
north  side  of  the  park  this  year,  and 


eventually  there  will  be  a  large  boat 
trailer  parking  area  to  the  north  also. 
That  way  the  day-use  area  will  be  away 
from  boating  and  maintenance  vehicle 
traffic. 

The  park’s  master  plan  calls  for 
camping  south  of  the  day-use  area, 
much  of  it  on  man-made  islands  that 
will  be  built  up  where  there  is  mostly 
open  water  now.  The  islands  will  be 
connected  to  the  rest  of  the  park  by 
bridges.  Boaters  will  be  able  to  glide  up 
to  the  family  campsite  at  the  end  of  a 
day  on  the  water. 

When  development  is  finished,  the 
state  will  have  put  about  $5  million  into 
the  park. 

“We  would  hope  that  it  might  be 
completed  in  total  by,  1980,  but  that 
would  depend  on  the  availability  of 
funds,”  said  Andrew  Anderson,  chief  of 
the  administrative  section  of  the  Utah 
Parks  and  Recreation  Division. 

He  said  the  division  has  spent  about 
$2  million  on  park  development  to  date 
and  has  requested  another  $584,000 
from  the  Legislature  for  immediate 
development  needs.  After  that  is  used, 
he  said,  it  will  require  another  $2.4 
million  to  finish  the  park. 

Park  Supt.  Weaver  said  that  in  the 
past  some  park  visitors  have  asked 
where  their  money  is  being  used.  He 
pointed  out  that  before  the  building  of 
the  ice  rink-recreation  complex,  much 
of  the  work  that  had  been  done  was  not 
readily  visible.  It  involved  bringing 
culinary  water  and  city  sewer  lines  to

the  park  and  its  buildings,  and  included 
other  necessary  improvements. 

“We’ve  got  close  to  $500,000 
underground,”  he  said. 

This  year  there  will  be  other  more 
visible  changes.  The  Boat  Harbor  Drive, 
which  comes  into  the  park  from  the 
north  above  Provo  River,  will  be 
rerouted  to  tie  in  with  West  Center 
Street  east  of  the  park  so  that  there  will 
be  only  one  entrance  -  across  the  Provo 
River  bridge.  Then,  the  entrance  gate 
Will  be  moved  farther  east. 

Weaver  said  records  kept  at  the  park 


show  the  average  number  of  visitors 
over  the  past  four  years  has  been  just 
below  250,000  per  year.  But  visitor 
traffic  is  expected  to  increase  as  new 
facilities  are  put  in  and  old  ones  are 
improved. 

Anderson  said  the  Parks  and 
Recreation  Division  has  tentative  plans 
for  a  park  on  the  west  side  of  Utah  Lake 
that  would  offer  facilities  similar  to 
those  being  built  around  the  mouth  of 
Provo  River.  But  he  said  any 
development  of  such  a  park  would  have 
to  wait  until  Utah  Lake  State  Park  is 


completed.  If  visitors  overload  the 
facilities  there,  and  if  money  is 
available,  the  park  across  the  lake  may 
be  built. 

Anderson  noted  that  a  park  on  the 
west  side  of  the  lake  would  be  easily 
accessible  to  residents  from  northern 
Utah  County  and  western  Salt  Lake 
County  via  U-68  (Redwood  Road.) 

But  that  park  is  far  in  the  future.  In 
the  meantime,  it  looks  like  the  state 
may  be  turning  the  one-time  “sow’s 
ear”  at  the  mouth  of  Provo  River  into  a 
nice  family  recreation  area.

authorities,  or  prayer  to  solve 
problems  they  could  solve 
themselves.

welfare  program  came  out, 
the  First  Presidency  state: 
‘The  aim  of  the  church  is  to 
help  people  help  themselves.” 

Members  of  the  church 
with  material  needs  are  urged 
to  receive  welfare  only  after 
they  have  tried  all  their  own 


and  their  family’s  resources 
first. 

Elder  Packer  compared 
material  help  to  counsel, 
complaining  that  it  is  too 
often  doled  out  to  a  church 
member  for  a  problem  which 
he  or  his  family  could  solve. 

This  is  harmful,  he  said, 
because  it  makes  people  lose 
the  “spirit  and  power  of 
individual  revelation”  and 
their  “emotional  and  spiritual 
self-reliance.” 


Obliged  to  try 

Elder  Packer  said,  “When 
you  feel  you  can’t  solve  the 
problem  on  your  own,  you 
may  be  right,  but  you’re 
obligated  to  try  every 
personal  resource  available.” 

A  person  should  work  it 
out  in  his  own  mind  first,  he 
advised,  through  prayer, 
meditation,  looking  ahead, 
and  not  always  insisting 
decisions  must  be  made 
immediately. 

Elder  Packer  urged  students 
to  think  out  decisions  before 
praying  to  have  them  verified 
or  rejected. 


Times  for  counsel 
Although  prayer  and 
valuable  personal  resources 
are  available.  Elder  Packer 


pointed  out  that  at  times 
seeking  and  accepting  counsel 
is  necessary. 

He  advocated  the  direct 
apprach  in  counseling,  which 
means  giving  definite  advice. 

He  explained  that 
encouraging  a  person  to 
discover  the  answer  on  his 
own  is  a  waste  of  time  when 
the  counselor  already  knows 
the  answer. 

He  praised  branch 
presidents  and  bishops  who 
can  clearly  say  which  courses 
are  right  or  wrong  when 
counsel  is  needed. 

Elder  Packer  warned 
against  professional 
counseling  in  the  world 
today,  except  where 
deep-seated  emotional 
problems  make  it  absolutely 
necessary. 

He  said  that  otherwise 
there  is  no  justification  for  it 
any  more  than  for  a  nurse  or 
orderly  to  perform 
unnecessary  brain  surgery. 

In  the  world,  he  said,  there 
are  counselors  “who  want  to 
dive  deeper  into  life  than  is 
emotionally  or  spiritually 
healthy.” 

He  noted  the  attitude  of:  > 
“If  there  are  problems,  we’ll 
abate  them.  If  there  are  none, 
we’ll  create  them.” 
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Elder  Boyd  K.  Packer  instructed  listeners  at  the  ten-stake 
fireside  Sunday  to  help  themselves  first  before  seeking  aid 
from  others.

He  said  that  group  therapy, 
which  comes  under  various 
titles  today,  can  be  harmful. 

Its  dangers  include 
recognizing  no  ultimate 
source  of  truth,  avoiding  guilt 
feelings,  and  advocating  free 
and  full  expression  of  every 
intimate  personal  feeling. 

As  he  concluded  his  talk, 
Elder  Packer  reaffirmed  the 
importance  of  personal 
revelation,  bearing  his 
testimony  and  saying  that 
every  soul  can  know  the  truth 
in  this  church  that  relies  on 
individual  testimony.

Dr.  Sarkar,  it  said,  is  a 
pioneer  in  a  new  field  of 
research  called  bioinorganic 
chemistry.

“mini-molecule”  for  treating 
Wilson’s  Disease.

in  Toronto,  Canada,  and  an 
associate  professor  of 
biochemistry  at  the 
University  of  Toronto.

California,  Los  Angeles.

McCarty,  Utah 
Education  Association 
executive  secretary,  said  that 
teachers  must  become  more 
involved  in  the  politics  of 
education  and  express  more 
humanism.  The  feeling  that 
educators  are  above  the 
activites  involved  with 
politics' is  ridiculous,  McCarty 
said. 

‘‘We  must  concern 
ourselves  with  legislative 
action  to  insure  that  proper 
classroom  size  and  to  bring 
teachers  out  of  the  fighting 


posture  by  putting  the  best  of 
society  in  teaching 
positions,”  he  said. 

To  enable  the  educational 
system  in  Utah  to  improve, 
taxes  must  increase 
somewhat,  and  the  increase  in 
taxes  would  not  really  be  felt 
by  those  who  already  spend 
their  money  on  needless 
items,  according  to  McCarty. 
“The  legislature  is  concerned 
with  the  question,  ‘What 
about  the  taxpayer?’  when 
we  should  be  concerned  with 
‘What  about  the  child?’  in  the 
educational  system.” 

As,  parents  and  educators 
we  should  be  putting  more 
money  into  educational 
quality  of  children,  who  are 
our  future  taxpayers, 
McCarty  continued. 


County 
jobless 
level  up

Utah  County  has  recorded  another  sharp 
rise  in  unemployment,  according  to  the 
Department  of  Employment  Security  in 
Provo. 

LeRue  Thurston,  manager  of  the  Provo 
Office,  reported  a  February  unemployment 
rate  of  8.6  per  cent,  up  from  eight  per  cent 
in  January.  This  means  an  increase  of  about 
350  unemployed  Utah  citizens,  bringing  the 
total  unemployed  in  Utah  County  to  nearly 
5,500. 

Thurston  blames  the  increase  on  an  influx 
of  people  into  the  valley  and  a  highly 
seasonal  labor  market  in  the  county. 
Although  there  are  nearly  2,000  more 


people  working  in  the  county  now  than  a 
year  ago,  there  are  over  4,000  more  people 
in  the  area,  said  Thurston.  He  credited  this 
influx  to  good  living  conditions  and  the  fact 
that  Utah  is  among  the  five  fastest-growing 
states  in  the  union. 

The  seasonal  nature  of  much  of  Utah 
County  labor  market,  including  Winter 
layoffs  in  the  steel  and  other  industries, 
accounts  for  a  traditionally  high  Winter 
unemployment  rate,  said  Thurston.  He 
noted  that  neighboring  Wasatch  County 
often  has  winter  unemployment  rates  as  high 
as  16  per  cent  but  summer  rates  near  zero.

Students  can  get 
aid  in  academics

If  students  consider  the 
Office  of  Academic  Standards 
an  ogre  they  just  need  to 
remember  that  it  has  a  soft 
heart,”  said  Dr.  Ray  W. 
Alvord,  office  chairman. 

Dr.  Alvord  explained  that  a 
popular  student  conception 
that  the  office  is  purely 
disciplinary,  discourages 
many  who  could  turn  to  it 
for  academic  assistance. 

‘‘Our  obligation  is  to 
inform  them  as  best  we  can 
of  their  standing.  But,  we 
have  a  number  of  ways  in 
which  we  attempt  to  aid  the 
student,”  said  Dr.  Alvord. 

The  misleading  image  arises 
because  Academic  Standards 
is  responsible  for  notifying 
students  when  grades 
threaten  their  university 
standing.  BYU’s  accepted 
standard  is  a  cumulative 
grade-point  average  of  2.0. 

A  notice  of  “Academic 
Warning”  is  issued  by  the 
office  to  students  who  have  a 
semester  GPA  drop  below  the 
standard.  When  the 
cumulative  GPA  falls  below 
2.0  the  student  receives  a 
notice  of  “Academic 
Probation”. 

“When  a  student  has  a  low 
semester  after  having  been 
placed  on  academic  probation 
that  means  a  possible 
suspension,”  said  Dr.  Alvord. 
Under  the  present  program 
first  semester  freshman  are 
not  placed  on  academic 
probation. 

Dr.  Alvord  explained  that 
students  on  academic 
probation  need  to  contact  the 
office  as  soon  as  possible 
after  receiving  the  mailed 
notice. 


“Typically  when  the 
student  goes  on  academic 
probation,  it’s  important  that 
he  improve  his  performance, 
so  we  have  to  have  early 
contact  with  the  student  to 
be  of  help  to  him,”  he  said. 

It  is  at  this  point  that 
Academic  standards  begins 
to  defy  its  ogre  image  by 
providing  the  student  with 
opportunities  for  academic 
survival,  he  added. 

“We  provide  direction  and 
contacts  for  the  assistance  the 
people  might  need,” 
explained  Dr.  Alvord  pointing 
out  that  the  true  goal  of  the 
office  isn’t  to  discipline  but 
to  help  avoid  recurrances  of 
academic  problems. 

“Then  we’re  available  to 
look  at  the  whole  problem, 
pattern  of  course  work, 
overriding  requirements,” 
continued  Dr.  Alvord. 

Rehabilitation 

Academic,  rehabilitation 
often  begins  through  the  use 
of  study  skills  improvement 
materials.  One  of  these  is  a 
series  of  tapes  entitled  “How 
to  Survive  in  College” 
purchased  and  evaluated  by 
the  Academic  Standards 
Office. 

Located  in  the  library 
Learning  Resources  center, 
the  tapes  give  hints  about 
such  things  as  student 
note-taking  skills  and  how  to 
prepare  for  examinations,  Dr. 
Alvord  said. 

The  tapes  have  helped 
many  students  according  to 
Dr.  Alvord  who  said,  “The 
students  who  have  taken 
them  and  used  them  have 
usually  improved  half  a  grade 
point  in  the  next  semester.” 

“We’ve  also  produced  a 
film  on  reducing  test  anxiety

that  will  probably  start 
showing  next  week  on  closed 
circuit  television  in  the 
dorms.”  He  added  that  soon 
the  film  production  would  be 
available  in  the  Learning 
Resources  Center. 

Academic  Standards 
counseling  helps  students  set 
specific  commitments  as  well 
as  learn  how  to  use  time 
wisely  and  overcome 
damaging  personal  habits  said 
Dr.  Alvord. 

Same  problems 

“We’re  looking  constantly 
at  experimental  approaches 
that  may  produce  some 
positive  change,”  he  said, 
explaining  that  studies  have 
uncovered  something 
especially  interesting  a  year 
ago. 

“We  found  out  that 
students  on  academic 
probation  and  honor  students 
said  their  problems  are  the 
same,  but  one  group  is  just 
less  aware  of  how  to 
overcome  them.” 

When  a  student  is 
suspended,  his  record  is 
always  reviewed  and  updated 
said  Dr.  Alvord  who 
explained  that  a  suggested 
course  of  action  to  requalify 
the  student  is  usually 
included  with  the  suspension 
notice. 

“We  have  a  high  rate  of 
return  so  being  suspended 
doesn’t  necessarily  mean  the 
end  of  academic  experiences 
at  BYU,”  he  said. 

The  most  recent  efforts  of 
the  Academic  Standards 
Office  have  been  directed  at 
developing  programs  that  will 
help  students  academically 
without  their  visiting  the 
office,  Dr.  Alvord  said.

A  new  state  crusade 
chairman  to  handle  the  April 
fund  raising  drive  for  the 
American  Cancer  Society 
(ACS)  has  been  appointed. 

According  to  Fred  A. 
S  chwendiman,  chairman  of 
the  Utah  Division  Board,  the 
appointment  of  Robert  H. 
Garff  of  Bountiful,  Utah  was 
made  early  this  month. 

Garff,  currently  a  member 
of  the  board  of  directors  for 
the  Utah  Division  of  ACS, 
will  oversee  the  activities  of 
nearly  20,000  volunteers 
working  on  the  annual  fund 
raising  drive.  Garff  explained 
the  drive  will  require  at  least 
20,000  volunteers  to  meet 
the  1975  Utah  goal  of 
$364,000. 

Garff,  who  has  worked 
with  the  crusades  since  1967, 
said  ACS  is  now  recruiting 
volunteers  for  the  drive  which 
begins  April  1.  The  program 
this  year  called  the  “Neighbor 
Savers,”  will  be  responsible 
not  only  for  raising  funds  but 
for  distributing  information 
concerning  the  10  warning 
signals  of  cancer  to  Utah 
residents. 

Anyone  interested  in 
volunteering  for  the 
“Neighbor  Saver”  program 
should  contact  the  Provo 
office  of  the  American 
Cancer  Society. 
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An  estimated  2.7  million  Vietnam-era  veterans  are  eligible 
for  new  low  cost  Veterans  Group  Life  Insurance  (VGLI). 

Veterans  who  were  separated  between  April  2,  1970, 
through  July  31,  1974,  qualify  for  the  new  program, 
however,  they  must  apply  before  Aug.  1,  1975,  the  Veterans 
Administration  announced.  Servicemen  discharged  since 
August  1 ,  1 974  receive  application  forms  automatically. 

The  program  is  designed  as  interim  protection  during 
readjustment  to  civilian  life,  the  VA  announcement  said. 

Non-renewable,  five-year  term  coverage  is  available  in 
$5,000  increments  up  to  $20,000.  The  monthly  premium  for 
the  maximum  coverage  is  $3.40  for  veterans  aged  34  and

Construction  officially 
began  on  the  new  Orem 
campus  of  the  Utah  Technical 
College  Monday  morning. 

Gov.  Calvin  Rampton  was 
among  the  long  list  of 
dignataries  attending  the 
ground-breaking  ceremonies 
at  the  new  campus  location. 

The  dedicatory  prayer  was 
offered  by  Elder  Thomas  S. 
Monson  of  the  Council  of  the 
Twelve  and  a  member  of  the 
State  Board  of  Regents. 

“You  know,  you  do  a  lot 
of  silly  things  in  this  job,  so  I 
guess  I’m  going  to  do  that, 
too,”  said  Rampton,  when 


asked  to  run  the  bulldozer 
and  turn  the  first  pile  of 
earth. 

Rampton,  who  was  at  one 
time  in  his  life  a  heavy 
equipment  operator,  drove 
the  bulldozer  with  no  help 
from  the  operator  on  hand  to 
assist  him. 

According  to  Wilson  W. 
Sorensen,  president  of  the 
Technical  College  at  Provo, 
the  move  to  Orem  is 
necessary  to  meet  the  growth 
of  the  campus. 

“In  the  past  five  years  we

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Brazil  will  get  temple  Rfty^ive  9rad  aw<‘ 


The  first  temple  in  Latin  America  will 
be  built  in  Sao  Paulo,  Brazil.  The 
announcement  was  made  by  President 
Spencer  W.  Kimball  Saturday  in  the  first 
area  general  conference  of  the  church  to 
be  held  in  South  America. 

According  to  a  news  release  from  L. 
Don  LeFevre  of  the  Public 
Communications  Department  of  the 
church,  construction  on  the  temple  is 
expected  to  begin  before  the  end  of 
1975.  Completion  will  require  18 
months. 

The  steady  growth  of  the  LDS  Church 
in  Brazil  and  the  rest  of  South  America 
led  to  the  decision  to  build  the  temple, 
said  President  Kimball.  The  temple 
would  be  used  by  members  of  the  LDS 
Church  in  South  America.  At  the 
present  time  there  are  approximately 
140,000  members  in  South  America, 
including  more  than  40,000  in  Brazil. 
Church  membership  in  South  America 


has  increased  more  than  four  and  one 
half  times  in  the  past  decade,  the  news 
release  said. 

The  temple  was  designed  by  Emil  B. 
Fetzer,  Church  architect,  and  working 
plans  are  being  prepared  by  the  church 
architectural  sections  for  special 
buildings,  said  LeFevre. 

The  building  will  be  situated  on  a  1.5 
acre  section  of  a  five-and-a-half  acre  site 
purchased  by  the  church  a  year  and  a 
half  ago. 

The  temple’s  exterior  will  be  white 
Italian  marble,  said  LeFevre.  A  tower 
over  the  entrance  way  to  the  one-level, 
20,000-square-foot  building  will  be 
topped  with  a  porcelain  enamel,  spire 
with  24-carat  gold  fused  into  the  spire’s 
surface. 

The  first  missionaries  into  South 
American  led  by  Parley  P.  Pratt,  a 
member  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve, 
arrived  in  Chile  in  1851.  They  stayed 


only  a  few  months,  however,  because  of 
political  unrest.  The  LDS  Church  did 
not  re-enter  South  America  until  1925, 
said  LeFevre. 

Paul  Harvey,  commentator  for  ABC 
radio,  announced  the  plans  Friday  for 
the  new  temple  in  Brazil,  even  though 
the  announcement  was  not  made  by  the 
church  until  Saturday  at  10  a.m. 

“We  feel  unfortunate  that  the  news 
release  date  and  time  were  not 
honored,”  said  LeFevre,  referring  to  the 
early  announcement  by  Harvey. 

According  to  the  Public 
Communications  Office,  the  news  leak 
caused  the  information  to  be 
prematurely  broadcast  nationally. 

June  West,  secretary  for  Paul  Harvey 
at  ABC  studios  in  Chicago,  said  they 
received  the  information  over  the  UPI 
wire  Friday  morning  and  that  there  was 
no  stipulation  as  to  when  the 
information  should  be  released.

“This  is  a  better  team  than  the  team  of  the 
year  before  1972-73  WAC  champions,” 
Wulk  said.  “From  the  defensive  standpoint 
this  team  is  much  better  and  they  do  more 
things  defensively.  Our  depth,  like  then,  is 
very  good.  We  press  more  and  stay  with  it 


defensively  more.  It’s  a  more  mature  team. 
They  play  together  well  and  work  hard. 
They  are  probably  the  hardest  working  team 
I’ve  ever  had.” 

Scott  Lloyd  and  Rudy  White  led  the  Sun 
Devils  with  25  and  22  points,  respectively, 
Saturday  against  CSU  and  forced  the  Rams 
into  25  turnovers. 

Though  out  of  the  conference  race, 
second-place  Arizona  Coach  Fred  Snowden 
is  still  proud  of  his  team. 

“This  feels  good,”  he  said  of  the  Wildcats’ 
20th  win  of  the  season.  “It  puts  us  in  an 
elite  group.  Very  few  teams  with  20  games. 
This  win  is  going  to  be  beneficial  to  our 
program,  to  its  reputation  and  growth.  We 
came  into  this  weekend  with  a  big  challenge 
and  I  tWnk  the  kids  responded  well.” 

Looking  at  the  possibility  of  a  bid  for  an 
at-large  spot  in  the  NCAA  regionals, 
Snowden  said,  “All  they  say  is  that  they  will 
take  a  second  team  from  the  WAC.  That 
doesn’t  necessarily  mean  the  second-place 
team.

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Frazier  feels 


ready  for  Ali 


and  title  fight 


MELBOURNE,  Australia  (AP)-“I’ve  whupped  Jimmy. 
Now  it’s  Ali’s  turn.  I  don’t  care  where  I  fight  him.  I  just  want 
to  see  him  on  the  other  side  of  the  ring.” 

Smokin’  Joe  Frazier  was  speaking  Sunday  in  his  dressing 
room,  wrapped  in  a  bright  yellow  towel.  He’d  easily 
dispatched  a  tired  and  defensless  Jimmy  Ellis  in  nine  rounds, 
and  nothing  seemed  to  matter  now  but  a  fight  with  Ali. 

“I  feel  great,”  he  whooped  suddenly.  “I  feel  like  I  could 
take  Muhammad  right  now.” 

Frazier  beat  Ali  in  1971  but  lost  to  him  in  January  1974. 
But  he  hardly  has  a  return  date  with  the  champion  in  the 
bag.  All  Ali  has  said  is  that  he’d  “talk  about”  facing  the 
winner  of  the  Melbourne  fight.  And  in  the  meantime,  the 
champion  has  a  fight  March  24  with  Chuck  Wepner,  and  says 
he  wants  to  give  George  Foreman  a  rematch. 

Then  there  is  the  everpresent  possibility  that  Ali  might  call 
a  halt  to  his  boxing  career  entirely. 

The  $325,000  Frazier-Ellis  bout  at  the  St.  Kilda  Junction 
oval  was  billed  as  the  “Showdown  at  St.  Kilda.”  But 
afterwards,  many  fans  were  calling  it  the  “St.  Kilda 
Letdown.” 

Ellis  held  his  own  for  the  first  three  rounds,  winning  them 
on  points.  But  Frazier  was  probably  just  feeling  out  his 
opponent,  and  from  the  third  round  on  Frazier  was  in 
control. 

The  judges’  point  ratings  gave  Frazier  the  fight  by  1 12-106. 
Frazier’s  record  is  now  322-0  with  27  knockouts,  against 
39-12-1  with  23  kayos  for  Ellis. 

The  promoters  of  the  fight  recorded  a  paid  attendance  of 
15,000,  far  short  of  the  52,000  capacity.  They  estimated  a 
gate  of  $327,000  from  tickets  which  were  scaled  from  $10  to 
$65. 

Frazier  got  $250,000  for  his  efforts,  Ellis  $75,000.

College  basketball’s  second  season  begins  this  week.  It’s 
post-season  tournament  time,  culminating  with  the  NCAA 
championship  finals  at  San  Diego  March  3 1 . 

Top-ranked  Indiana  has  already  clinched  the  Big  Ten 
crown  and  a  berth  in  the  NCAAs,  but  No.  2  Maryland  must 
go  through  the  grueling  Atlantic  Coast  Conference  tourney . 
this  week.  . 

However,  the  pressure  won’t  be  as  severe  as  usual  in  the 
ACC  tourney  in  Greensboro,  N.C.,  Thursday  through 
Saturday.  The  NCAA  expanded  he  field  for  its  tournament  to 
32  teams  this  year,  so  more  than  one  club  from  a  conference 
may  be  chosen. 

This  is  particularly  important  in  the  ACC,  where  Maryland, 
the  regular-season  leader,  must  survive  the  tournament  to 
earn  the  conference  crown.  Under  the  new  format,  even  if 
the  Terps  should  be  upset  this  weekend,  they  may  still  get  an 
NCAA  berth. 

Other  formidable  rivals  in  the  ACC  who  will  be  vying  for 
berths  in  the  NCAA  playoffs  are  defending  national 
champion  North  Carolia  State,  ranked  seventh;  Clemson, 
rated  11th,  and  North  Carolina,  ranked  14th. 

In  Saturday’s  action,  Indiana  stretched  its  winning  streak 
to  31  games,  inlcuding  a  28-0  mark  this  season,  by  beating 
Ohio  State  86-78  in  a  nationally  televised  Big  Ten  clash;  No. 
2  Maryland,  22-3,  coasted  past  East  Tennessee  State  104-87; 
No.  3  Louisville,  22-2,  whipped  North  Texas  State  92-73; 
No.  4  Kentucky,  21-4,  defeated  Vanderbilt  109-84;  and  No. 
5  UCLA,  22-3,  trounced  Stanford  93-59. 


Sixth-ranked  Marquette,  21-3,  beat  Oklahoma  City  86-65; 
No.  7  North  Carolina  State,  20-5,  topped  UNC-Charlotte 
103-80;  No.  8  Alabama,  22-3,  eased  past  Florida  100-75;  No. 
9  Arizona  State,  22-3,  trounced  Colorado  State  104-80;  and 
No.  10  Penn,  23-4,  overpowered  Brown  89-59.
